(L. S.) of Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 
You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Randolph on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing, including two auditors, one road agent, one selectman for 
three vears, one library trustee by ballot for three years. 

2. To raise $1,000.00 to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation for the same. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to re- 
pair town highways and bridges, that is $300.00 for town highways, 
$500.00 for snow removal, and make appropriation for the same. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
build State highways and bridges, that is $736.50 for State Aid 
Construction, on Randolph Hill road, which is the Town’s part of 
$2,208.50. 

5. To raise $1,600.00 for street lighting and make appropria- 
tion for same. 


6. To raise $200.00 to pay interest on long and short term 
notes and make appropriation for same. 


7. To raise $200.00 for care of the cemetery and resetting 
memorial tablets, and make appropriation for the same. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise $100.00 for the sup- 
port of the Town Library for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise $200.00 for police 
patrol and to protect our property against theft for the ensuing 
year. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise $100.00 to assist 
town poor, and make appropriation for the same. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to allow 3% discount on all 
taxes paid before June 1, 2% discount on all taxes paid before 
August 1, and 1% discount on all taxes paid before October 1. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to issue necessary temporary notes in anticipation of 1934 taxes.

13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to use unexpended appropriations at their discretion. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to offer a reward not to exceed $500.00 to be paid to any person 
or persons who may give evidence leading to the arrest and con- 
viction of any person or persons unlawfully breaking and enter- 
ing into unoccupied buildings in Randolph. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise $25.00 to be used 
for the care of Peek Park, and make appropriation for the same. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise $75.00 for repairs at 
the Town Hall, and make appropriation for the same. 


17. To raise $988.00 to pay State tax less State credits, and 
make appropriation for the same. 


18. To raise $1,462.78 to pay County tax, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


19. Laws of 1933, Chapter 99, Section 22, Local Option. “To 
see whether beer or other lawful alcoholic beverages shall be 
manufactured or sold locally as permitted under this act.” 


20. To see if the Town will vote to divide the municipality 
into districts of such number, shape and area as may be deemed 
best suited to carry out the purpose of promoting health, safety, 
morals, and general welfare of the community, by regulating and 
restricting the erection, construction, reconstruction, alteration, 
repair or use of buildings, structures or land in a manner uniform 
for each class or kind of buildings throughout each such district; 
to provide for the manner in which such regulations, restrictions 
and boundaries of such districts shall be determined, established 
and enforced and from time to time amended; to appoint a Zoning 
Commission to recommend the boundaries of the various original 
districts and appropriate regulations to be enforced therein; a 
said commission to make a preliminary report after holding public 
hearing thereon and make final report at an adjourned meeting 
of this meeting when public hearings may be held by the voters 
as provided by Public Laws, Chapter 42 and amendments thereto; 
also to provide for the appointment of a Board of Adjustment 
and, in regulations and restrictions adopted pursuant to authority 
of said Chapter, provide that said Board may, in appropriate 
cases and subject to appropriate conditions and safeguards, make 
special exceptions to the terms of the ordinance in harmony with 
its general purpose and intent and in accordance with general or 
specific rules therein contained. 


21. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.
